The  Birth  Rate  has  increased  from  17.9  in  1945  uo  19.9  in 
1945.  'The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  dropped  from  51. d 
in  1945  to  34.04  in  1946. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  again,  that  there  were  no 
deaths  from  Puerperal  Causes.

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report 'there  arc  only 
15  houses  on  the  Haverigg  Estate  tenanted.  The  number 
to  be  built  on  this  Estate  is  50.  If  these  houses  could 
be  completed  quickly,  it 'would  relievo  tho  worst  cases  of 
Overcrowding  in  the  area. 


Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  provision  of 
temporary  houses,  but  in  my  opinion" the  traditional. brick 
house  is  worth  waiting  for.  The  temporary  house  is. as 
expensive,  if  not  more  so,  than  tho  brick  house,  and  its 
life  is  much  shorter. 

The  population' of  tho  district  has. not  increased, 

in  fact  it  was  SLightly  less  in  1946  than  in  1945.

Since  1943,  335  houses  have  been  built  in  the  area,

Sir, 

I  have!  the  honour  to  -submit'  to  you  my  eleventh 
Annual  Report,  on  wo  r  It  carried  out  "in  this  Department  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 


There  has  teen  much  routine  work  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  many  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  have 


been  put  in  hand  by  owners  who  now  appear  to  have . become 
accustomed  to  the  Hicensing  Regulations  in  operation  under 
the  Control  of  Civil  Building.  These  Regulations  have 
given  this  Department  an  opportunity  to  have  personal 
contact  with  the  owners  who  are  continually  seeking  advice 
as  to  the  best  ways  of  improving  their  existing  promises. 


During  the  yeah  486  Building  Licences  were  approved 
by  the  Health  Committee  and  isaued  by  this  Department. 
These  Licences  were  chiefly r elated  to  essential  repairs 
and  improvements  to  existing  housing  accommodation. 


Depleted  resources  of  building  materials  again 
retarded  the  progress  hoped  for  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
There  is  still  a  most  urgentneed  for  more  and  better  houses 
to'  meet  the  requirements  of  the  many  applications  which. have 
been  received,  and  the  support  of  the  Council  is  appreciated 
in  approving  the  new  Housing  Schemes  as  they  are  placed  before 
them . 

It  has  boon  possible  to  r elieve  several  cases  of 
overcrowding  during  the "year,  but  there  still  remains  a  large 
number  to  be  dealt  with.
